make Preſentment of it. The Minifter may yoyn with the - 
Church-Wardens and Sides-Men in the Preſentment; and if 
they refuſe or negle& their Duty, then the Minifter (as the 
perſon who hath the Cure of Souls, and therefore ſhould uſe 
his beſt care for the ſuppreſling of Sin and Wickedaeſs in his 
Pariſh) may Preſent alone, and may think himſelf in conſci- 
enceobliged to doit, as he defires the reformation of his Pa- vs 
riſh, and the'good of their Souls. And as the faithful per- 
formance of this duty by the Miniſter, Church-Wardens, and 
Side-Men is an eſpecial means appognted for the prevention 
of Diſorders, Sins, and Impieties ; ſo the guilt of its refuſal, 
and the ſad conſequences of it, viz. all the Vices, and Diſor- 
ders, and Villames ofan unreformed Pariſh, lies at the doors 
of ſuch Officers, and for which they muſt give an account to | 
God the righteous Judge Almighty, and for which alſo the 
Sworn Men are puniſhable in the Ecleftaſtical Courts,
